Members of Parliament were 
acized in the streets or from 
thelr carriages, threatened, In- 
sulted, manhandled, beaten up.

Houses of Catholic cltizens— 
and Catholic foreign envoys— 
were demolished, and their con- 
tents looted or destroyed. New- 
gate jall was stormed and a 
horde of desperate felons

Finally, wholesale — Incend{at- 
{stn supervened; the fire enginca 
were swamped, obstructed, 
sometimes set on fire them~- 
selves; Bloomsbury, Holborn, 
Fleet Street,  Blackfriars—at 
point after point the flames 
shot up unhindered, amid the 
wild = prevalling cries = =“No 
Popery!

When at last a dilatory and

“It is surprising, but nonethe- 
Icke gratifybog, to find the Hong- 
kong Pollog onening tho Streot 
Toys’ Club for walls and strays 
under 18 years of age, In April 
4926. 

These poor boys ved from 
hand to mouth, and slept where 
th could in the streets, and 
were promising stuff for such 
Chinese Fagins avho came across 
them,

The Street Boys’ Club was 
given premises at Central Police 
Statian. = Accommodation was 
found for each boy ae he joined. 
He was also jfiven a small grant 
from the Pour Box to enable 
him tu buy a suit of clothes. 


Every member paid a sub- 
scription of 26 cents a month, In 
return he was given oo free 
hawker's Heence, and was lent 
a small sum of money to set 
tim up in business. 

In July, 1928, the Ying Wah 
College authorities entered the 
beys as night schvol pupils, and 
very good results were obtain= 
ed. 

In Octuber of the same year, 
the boys were supplied = with 
“twormenisa o duy at a cost of 20 
cents. The boys settled their ae- 
eounts for food at the end of 
each month, 

A public appeal for funds 
wan made, and some European 
firms and sume Chinese friends 
subseribed $2,201, This money 
enabled the Club to secure 
premises at 40, Hollywood Road, 
and Sergeant Fung Kam resided 
on the premises and looked after 
the welfare of the boys. 

The boys were taught to save 
such money they eamed which 


was iinmediately asbove — the 
amount required for their beard 
and lodging, They were Invited 
to the Y.M.C.A, and during the 
stummer months, they were taken 
on_ bathing parties, 

Durlng the winter, they were 
provided . with hot baths at 
Police Headquarters. This work, 
which was-of inestimable soclal 
vale was’ ended in July 1938, 
when the Remand Home and 
and Aberdeen Industrial School 
took over Its functions, 

The Hongkong Pollee Reserve 
which was disbanded after the 
first World War was re-activated 
on a permanent basts in 1027, 
New. legislation was required 
for this. 

Since 1025, the Special Con- 
stables had been continuously 
entulled, so It was considered 
advisable that all who wanted 
to serve ‘the community in this 
manner should be given the 
vpportunity. . 

First a Chinese Company was 
formed, and later an Indian 
Company. Those who had a 
taste far speed were recruited 
for the Flying Squad, (motor 
evelists), The training af the 
Police Reserve was at the Police 
Training Schvol and the Central 
Police Station. 

However, like many voluntary 
organisatlons, once the first fine 
wuve of enthusiasm had passed, 
the affair beslnsto fall to pleees. 
Nat quite, in this case, but the 
300 volunteers of 1927 
dropped to 182 In 1928. 

The Pollee had thelr hands full 
In 1928. Beginning in January, 
the Colonial Treasurer reported 
to the Police that $280,407.13 had 
been fraudulently obtained from 
the Government account by 
means of three forged cheques.

As a matter of fact, Kowleon 
had been pretty quiet until the 
evening of Friday September 25 
when a Japanese, set upon by 
a mob of hooligans, tools refuge 
In Youmati Police Station. 

The situation in Kowloon 
rapidly deteriorated ond on 
Saturday afternoon, it was 
necessary ‘to call upon the Mili- 
tary. Seven platoons of — the 
Argyle and Sutherland High- 
landers were called upon to 
support the Police in Yauma- 
ti, Mongkok, Shamshulpo, and 
Kowloon Clty districts.

Needless, to say, this disorder 
was exploited by the Triads 
who quickly turned this wave of 
anti-Japanese feeling into on 
excuse to Ioot.

Needless to say, our ald 
friends the Triads roused the 
mob, and then under cover of 
the anti-Japunese sen({iment, sct 
about thelr usual business of 
thieving and gencral Inwiessness. 

‘At the time of the events re- 
ported above, world depression 
hit Hongkong. The Hongkong 
dollar dropped In value, and 
following the pattern sct all over 
the world, Hongkong had to 
tighten its belt. 

This cconomy move affected 
the Police, and the strength of 
the Force was reduced by 150 
members, including 20 British 
oMcers. - 

On December 2, 1932, good 
relations were further establish- 
ed between Hongkong and Can- 
ton when a party of 20 Canton 
Police aceepted an invitation to 
visit the Colony. 

A football match was played 
fetween the Canton Police and 
Hongkong Police. The Canton 
Police won the match. 

The trade depression and In- 
creasing unemployment = sent 
many Chinese awoy from the 
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Colony. At the samo time, there 
wags n noted deerense in serious 
offences, although petty offences 
increased. 

But 2 new venture in crime 
gave the Pollce much troublo at 
about this period, 

‘Between Octobor 1932 and 
June 1933, there: were four 
hold-ups on the Talpo Road, all 
tn the neighbourhood of the 
3% milestone. 

On July 7, 1933, late In. the 
mening, a: Police Detective 
Patrol surprised the robbers, and 
there was an exchange of shots. 
No one was hit, however. 

Following the Pollec enquiry, 
n number of Chinese males were 
arrested and banished from the 
Colony. 

After this, a, regular Police 
Patrol was maintained on the 
Taipo Road at the stated areca, 
and this secms to have kept any 
would-bo-highwaymen at large.

Then there is a fourth group called “any other 
.Variety" comprising “exotic breeds not classified amongst 
the three foregoing groups. 

Landon In June 1952 did designate ao specific Group to 
some ureeds. which had no seporate Aeglater, such as 
Chihuahuas to ‘Toy, Tibetan Spaniel to Non-Sporting, 
Chesapeake Bay Retriever to Gun-dog, Ahodeslan Ridge- 
back Lion Dog to Hound. In that in Austratia, land of 
thelr origin, and In Hongkong we classify the Australlan 
Bliky Tarrier as a Toy, we differ from Landon.
